mained overdrawn when he died—has 
just celebrated its 2aOth -anniversary. 
It is one of the three oldest banks in 
London, and goes by the 
name of 


Messrs. Hoare & Company. 'Since the 
beginning It has. been ruled by 
the 


Hoare -family, eldest son succeeding 
eldest son as head of the firm. 


Time has not changed many of the 


customs begun by the- founders. 
To 


this day a member of the house -of 
Hoare sleeps every night In one of the 
quiet bedrooms overlooking a peace- 
ful garden in the rear of the banking 
house, which is in Fleet Street. Every 
morning at nine o'clock he unlocks the 
big front door with a huge key. This 
tradition began in 
the 
seventeenth 


century. In those days coaches could 
Tiot be depended upon to get one down 
to business on time, so -one of 
the 


partners was assigned to sleep at -the 
bank 


In the old days a leather black-jack 


hung outside the door, the bank being 
at the sign of "Ye Olde Leather Bot- 
tell." The blaclijack is still a part of 
the bank, and so is a fine old Geor- 
gian stove, and Quill pens. 
Adding

Into the business. 


In the rear is a parlor said to be 


built on the site-of Dr. Johnson's Mitre 
Tavern. Under the carpet is a hole 
through which wine barrels used to be 
lowered into the vaults, now piled with 
deed and plate boxes.

partners still lunch around a gleaming 
mahogany table, using an old sand 
sprinkler for a pepper pot.
